The want of a ſtrit care, and regulation herein , hath 
filed many great Citics with troubleſom ſwarms of idle 


Vagrants 3 whoſe impudent and Importune clamours, are | 
aſſaults rather then requeſts , and tend not more to the 10« f . 


leftation, than to the ſhame and reproach, of the Inhabitants, 
For whileſt,, cithera Fooliſhand harmful commiſeration , 
or a ſupine negle& of.this concern, hath in cfte&t exauto- 
rated the Laws made againſt.them3 this fort of People hath 
been ( as the Hiſtorian ſpeaks of the Aſtrologers in Rome) a]- 
ways forbidden, yet ſtill retained. 

Itisnot our parpoſe to make refleGions upon others, nor 
yet to excuſe our ſelves, by.pleading that this evil is general. 
Poſlibly our own City is moreinfeſted than any other. We 
would willingly ſweep our own ſtreets from that Canaille 
of Looſe and Sturdy vagabonds whoſe tongues cry much 
Louder-than their wants. It hath doubtleſs been obſerved 
not only by our ſelves , but by others who have reſorted his 
ther , how in every corner they way-lay and .invade mens 
Charity, 

ON Hereupon have inſued two Grand miſchiefs,

whole real wants are uſually accompanied with Humility 
and Modeſty ; and, by an inevitable miſtake, the great-

Wretches , who afterwards Laugh at that pity which their 
Tonesand Cantings have moved. | 

The other, Thar Charity being thus frequently miſplac'd, 
hathatlength grown weary of its miſtakes; And not well 


_ knowing how to diſtinguiſh between thoſe to whom boun- 


ty , and to whom Correction, would be proper Almes, hath 
utterly hardened it ſelf againſt all thoſe ſhapes and Semblan=z 
cesof Miſery , which have ſo often abuſed it. 

In the year 1668 the Right Honourable the Earl of Ofſory 
(being then Lord Deputy of this Kingdom ) and the 
Lords of His Majeſties moſt Honourable Privy Council, 
taking into their ſerious Conſideration the great inconve- 
niencies cauſed by ſuch difſolure People , were plealed, out 
of their pious and prudent care for the welfare of this City , 
todire&a Letter tothe Lord Mayor, requiring a ſpeedy 
and effe&tual] redreſs of thele diſorders. | 

Itis with all thankfulneſs acknowledged that this Letter 
was it which laid the firſt Stone in this great and good de- 
ſign; and ever adored be the gracious Providence of God, 
that mov'd our Governours ro this pious care, and the 
City to follow the intimarions of their , and rhe Divine, 


pleaſure. 


This Letter, being of ſuch Pablick concern, was, with the 
a 2 firſt, ; 


==t#rtt opportunity , communicated by the then Lord Mayor 
to the Common Council of the City ; who unanimouſly J 
reſolved to endeavour that full ſatisfation, and due 
obedience might be given to the whole contents of it-. 


Wherenpon they Streight proceeded to iſſue out Orders 
againſt all vagrant and difſolute beggers, and executed 
them upon as many of that note as could be depre- 
hended. 

But this courſe not altogether obtaining its deſired 
effe&, partly by reaſon of the Huge numbers of Indigent 
perſons and partly becauſe of rhe great difficulty of 
Diſcerning between the Impotent and the Impudent; ( the 
pretences of the Later being as plauſible, and their 
complaints as paſſionate, as the other ) Jeft therefore too 
much Leniry ſhould be excerciled towards thoſe whoſe 
idlencfs delerved rigour, or too much rigour towards 
thoſe whole wants required Pitty and relief; it was 
judged the molt rational and expedient method, by a 
particular and exact inquiry , to fele& out ſuch as were 
fic objzeQs for Charity, that theſe being ſeperaced from 
the reſt, Magiſtrates might Stridtly execnte the Laws, 
without being accounted either unjuſt, or unchart- 
table. 

In pmſuance hereof, it was by the tree and general 
vore of all the ſaid Afſembly enacted, that an Hoſpital 
ſhould forthwith be endeavoured io bs founded on Ox- 
wantown green , one of the m5ſt pleaſant, convenient, and

'Þ healthful places belonging unto this City: and that it ſhould. = 
| be built Jarge enough for the reception, and indowed li- 
| berally enough for-the Maintenance of as many Poor, as 
I ſhould be thought worthy to be entertained on the publick 
| Charity, 
And that there might be no delays in a work of fo great 
neceſſity and importance, Treaſurers,or Truſtees, were then 
appointed, to whole care the Management of this affair was 
| committed 3 and who were requeſted andimpowr'd to re- 
| , ceivethe charitable contributions ofall perſons whoſe hearts 
God ſhould incline to the promoting ſo good a work, and 
to expend what was fo received , asſhon]d be judged 
moſt behoveful for the endsabove mentioned. 

According tothe Reſolation thus taken and declared ; 
on the eighth day of May in the year of our Lord 1669, this 
work was begun,though its beginners were much better fur- 
niſhr with alaccity and willingneſs, than with ability and 
means, to go through with ſo great an undertaking. 

But yet that they may not be branded with the imputa- 
tation of folly in beginning to build, and not having where- 
withal tofiniſh it, their Apology is, that they did confi

In the whole it containes very ma- 
ny apartments 3 the greateſt number of which are deſigned

receive 250, or Zoo, perſons, thereſt is taken up in ne- 
cellary Offices for the accommodation of ſuch as ſhall be 
admitted beſtdes the Common Hall, Large and Spatious, 
whereia they are all, with modeſty and thanſgiving, to 
take their allowed repaſt 3 and a fair decent Chappel where:

This work being begunupon ſuch motives, carried on 
in ſuch manner, and brought to fuch perfeQion, as has been 
mentioned, wanted yet the Royal aſſent and Confirmation: 
But krowing his Majeſties ready inclinations to works of 
Piety and Mercy , the City was well affured that their 
humble addreſs would obtain a gracious acceptance and 
Conceſſion. They therefore humbly Supplicated His Ex- 
cellency the Lord Berkeley who was then Lord Lieutenant 
of this Kingdom that he would be Pleaſed to recommend 
their good intentions to His Majeſty, and obtain for this 
foundation as full and ample a Charter, as in caſes of the 


like nature had formerly been Granted : This their 'Peti- | 


tionwas nor only favourably received;But hisExcellency and 
ſeveral Lords of the Council, to whom it was by him Com- 
municated, not thinking it Cuff cient for their Charity, toaſs 
fiſt lo good a work only by their intereſts and recommen- 
dations, were pleaſed to contribute towards this foun- 
dation. 

Aſſoon as a buſineſs of this conſequence could be dif- 
patcht , 'the Charter was obtained , wherein His Majeſty 
15 eraciouſly plealed to give many ſingular Teſtimonies 
of His Royal approbation: ; anda full and free ratification of
